GENERAL INFORMATION. 


LOCATION, GROUNDS AND BUILDINGS. 


Abingdon, where Hedding College is located, is a city of . 
2,000 inhabitants, at the crossing of two great thorough- 
fares—the ©., B. & Q. and Jowa Central railroads, and sur- 
rounded by a country unsurpassed for fertility and rural beauty. 
Being perfectly free from drinking saloons, billiard halls and 
other similar allurements to vice, Abingdon has long been re- 
garded as an admirable location for a College. Parents and 
_ guardians will do well to note these facts. We have prohibition 
in Abingdon, no liquor being sold within many miles. 

The facilities have been greatly enlarged by the purchase of 
the Abingdon College property, which was erected at a cost of 
$60,000. The two buildings, costing over $100,000, together 
with a ladies’ dormitory, furnish ample accommodations. The 
grounds, well shaded and neatly kept, are pleasant and attrac- 
tive. 

Over $56,000 have been secured on a proposition to raise an 
endowment fund of $100,000. The securing of $50,000 in notes 
made valid all notes given on that proposition. 


EXAMINATIONS, ETC. 


All students, before being ranked in the ‘Junior Year Pre- 
paratory” [see Course of Study] must be at least twelve years 
of age, and have a knowledge of the primary branches. 

ADMISSION aS FrREsSHMEN.—Candidates for admission to 
Freshman class must be at least fifteen years of age, and be ex- 
amined in all the studies of the Preparatory Course, or their 
equivalent. Candidates for advanced standing must pass exam- 
- ination in all studies of the course preveding, and be graded ac- 
cording to the judgment of the Faculty. 

A student may be ranked provisionally in any College class, 
who is conditioned in three studies, each of a single term. 
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REQUIRED GRADES.—All standings are given in per cent. 
Daily grades are kept by the teachers. At the close of each 
month there is an examination covering the work of the month. 
At the close of the term the average daily grade is multiplied by 
three, the average examination grade is added and the sum di- 
vided by four. The result is the grade for the term. 4 


It the grade fall below 70, the student is counted as having 
failed. If, however, upon re-examination, he can make a grade 
of 80, he is entitled to pass.. Persons who take examinations in 
any branch without pursuing the same in school, are required 
to make a grade of 80. A fee of $1.00 is charged for all special 
examinations. 


WRITTEN EXAMINATIONS.—AIl examinations, so far as the 
subject admits, must be written. An examination to be valid 
must be written in the presence of a professor of Hedding Col-_ 
lege, or some person appointed by the president or pyofessor in 
charge of the department. Any candidate using any dishonest 
means to answer any question shall be marked zero in that 
study, and any candidate helping or attempting to help another 
in examination shall be marked zero in the study in which he is 
under examination at the time of the offense; or if not under- 
going an examination at the time he shall receive ten demerits. 


CERTIFICATES OF STANDING.—Students are exempt from ex- 
amination in studies covered by accepted certificates of standing 
from other educational institutions and officers.

STanpinG.—Cards of standing will be furnished all students, 
and sent to parents and guardians when requested. 


STANDING RecorDED.—The standing of all students who have 
been examined will be recorded in the Secretary’s books, and the 
standing of all students who have made the required minimum 
will be recorded by the Secretary in the Hedding College 
Record. Standings received by certificate will be recorded by 
the Secretary after they have been approved by the Faculty. 


Non-Resipent CAnpipATEs not less than twenty-five years of )*4 
age, and otherwise qualified, may be admitted to a final exami- 
nation for any bachelor’s degree, 
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IRREGULAR STUDENTS. 


Ladies or gentlemen who do not wish to become candidates 
for a degree, may be admitted to any regular classes; provided 
their profictency is such as not to embarrass the progress of such 
classes. 


REGISTRATION. ETC. 


In all cases satisfactory testimonials of good character may be. 
required. <A certificate of honorable dismission will be required 
of students coming from other colleges. All candidates for ad- 
mission after the term opens will first call at the President’s 
office, in the college, and register. 


THE CURRICULUM 


‘embraces four carefully arranged Courses of Study, viz: the 
Normal, Literary, Scientific and Classical. By carEFUL com- 
PARISON IT IS FOUND THAT OUR REQUIREMENTS FOR GRADUATION 
ARE EQUAL TO THOSE OF OTHER FIRST-CLASS COLLEGES. 


DEGREES. 


On the completion of any of the Courses of Study, and a satis- 
factory examination in the same, the following degrees will be 
conferred: For the Classical, Bachelor of Arts; for the Scien- 
tific, Bachelor of Science; for the Literary, Bachelor of Litera- 
ture; for the Normal, Bachelor of Pedagogy. 

The Master’s degree will be conferred upon the satisfactory 
completion of any one of the courses prescribed, provided that 
except in case of resident work, said degree shall not be given 
in less than three years after graduation. . 

Applications for the Master’s degree must be made to the 
President of the college at least six weeks before commence- 
ment, accompanied with the fee of five dollars. 


GOVERNMENT. 
The following Rules and Regulations have been adopted by 
the Faculty and-approved by the Board of Trustees: 


1. Dreciaration.—Every student when he enters the Col- 
lege subscribes to the following declaration: ‘‘I HEREBY PLEDGE 
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MYSELF TO OBSERVE THE REGULATIONS OF HEDDING COLLEGE 
WHILE I AM CONNECTED WITH THE INSTITUTION, AND UNDER NO 
CIRCUMSTANCES WILL I ENCOURAGE THEIR VIOLATION.’ 


2. REGISTRATION.—Each student will be expected to register 
and obtain either a tuition receipt or a delay permit from the 
Financial Secretary before he is admitted to classes. Students 
having registered will be considered members of the Uollege 
until their relations are regularly severed, and will be expected 
to be present from the beginning to the close of the term. Un- 
excused absences will incur demerits or suspension. 


3. Rerunping Monery.—Students leaving College, except 
for severe sickness, and those making changes from one depart- 
ment to another, Will not have money refunded. 


4. ATTENDANCE.—AIl students are required to attend the 
daily recitations, the daily Chapel exercises, Church on Sabbath 
morning, and the College lecture in the afternoon. 


5. RurroricaL Worxk.—All students—except special stu- 
dents of Art or Music——unless excused for cause, will be re- 
quired to take part in such rhetorical exercises as the Faculty 
may direct. 

6. EXAMINATIONS.—All examinations for rank are written. 
No student will be granted.a special examination except for 
urgent reasons, and by the ee of the teacher and ap- 
Sal of the President. 


Soo1aL PRIVILEGES. Lo eal acc are allowed to escort 
indies to Societies, and other proper assemblies and entertain- 
ments; they may call upon ladies at their boarding places be- — 
tween the hours of 5 and 7 p.m. Gentlemen and ladies may — 
associate in general recreation during recreation hours—before 
8 a. m., between 12 m. and 1:30 p. m., and between the close of 
school in the afternoon and such hours as the Faculty may de- 
termine. Otherwise they will not keep company except by 
special permission. 

8. DerortmENT.—Gentlemanly and lady-like conduct is ex- 
pected atall times. In Chapel, no unnecessary communications 
are to be made, no lessons are to be studied, or books or papers 
read during the devotional exercises, and each student is re- 
quired to sit in his own division. In the halls, no loud talking, 
noise or scuffling will be permitted; at all times proper decorum 
must be observed. Each Professor will have jurisdiction in his 
own department to correct offenses, unless deemed flagrant, 
when the President or Faculty will hear the case. In the Read- 
ing Room and Ladies’ waiting Room quiet and decorum must 
be observed, no papers are to be removed from the racks, or 
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periodicals from the rooms, and no cutting or defacing reading 

matter will be allowed. Defacing or injuring the college build- 

ings or property will not be allowed. Students are required to 

pect ve strictly the study hours fixed by the Faculty for morn- 
g, afternoon and evening from term to term. 


i. REcREATION.—ilealthful recreations are encouraged, but 
match games with other colleges, or with any outside organiza- 
tions, are prohibited. 


10. Srup1es.—No student will be allowed to pursue less than 
three studies, or more than four, without the approval of the 
Faculty. 


11. Excusres.—Application for excuses for absence from 
Church, Chapel, Lecture, Recitation, or from the city, must be 
made to the President or Preceptress. Excuses for absence 
from class must be presented to the instructors in such classes 
before taking effect. Except in urgent cases, absences reported 
to the Faculty cannot be excused after one week from the time 
of such report. 


12. ABSENCES AND DeEmerits. — For each absence from 
Church, Chapel, Lecture or Recitation, one demerit will be 
charged, and for each failure in Rhetorical work three demerits. 
When the demerits of any student amount to five he will receive 
notice from the Secretary; when they amount to ten the student 
will receive public censure; when they reach fifteen the student 
will be liable to suspension. Demerit marks less than five in 
number are cancelled at the end of each term. Three tardy 
marks equal one absence. Absence from town without permis- 
sion, also irregular or disorderly conduct shall count two or more 
demerits at the discretion of the Faculty. 

13. Students residing in Abingdon are subject to the same 


rules as those from abroad; also students in special departments 


are under the same rules, unless excused by the President. 


14. No’student is permitted to take lessons in studies taught 
in the College from any teacher not connected with the institu- 
tion, without permission of the Faculty. 


15. No society or organization of any kind may ‘be formed in 
the College or among the students without permission of the 
Faculty; and all societies are under control of the Faculty. 

16. A student excluded from the College under its discipline, 
either temporarily or permanently, is debarred the privileges of 
the society of which he may be a member. 

17. No student is permitted to join or pledge himself to a 
secret college fraternity. Any violation of this rule will sever 
his connection with the institution. 
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18. No society is permitted to hold a public meeting, or to ap- 
point any public speaker except from the regular members of the 
society, without th: approval of the Faculty. 

19. Every literary exercise to be presented by a student at a 
public meeting of a society, or any matter to be printed for cir- 
culation, must first be submitted to the President or some mem- 
ber of the Faculty designated by him. 

20. DRINKING INTOXICANTS, THE USE OF TOBACCO, PROFANITY, 
CARD PLAYING, DANCING, ATTENDING THEATERS AND ALL SIMILAR 
PLACES, WHICH ARE DEMORALIZING TO STUDENT LIFE, ARE PRO- 
HIBITED. 


THE PRECEPTRESS 


Will give careful attention to all the interests of young ladies | 
who enter our halls. Parents and guardians may rest assured 
that the utmost care will be exercised over the young ladies of 
the institution, to secure the discipline and refinement required 
for moving in the best of society. 


DERPAKR IMENTS: 


THE MENTAL AND MORAL SCIENCES 


Together with Theology, Political Economy, Sociology, Civil 
Government and Logic are taught in a thorough and compre- 
hensive manner, ‘Text books are used, courses of selected read- 
ing are urged upon the student’s attention, and class room dis- 
cussions are so conducted as to apply the abstract principles of 
philosophy to the problems of every-day life and practice. 


GREEK AND LATIN. 


The subjects taught in this department are the languages and 
literature of ancient Greece and Rome. The aim is to thor- 
oughly inculcate the grammatical principles, to develop the 
power of close and continued attention, to enrich the student’s 
vocabulary, to cultivate the accurate and fluent use of language, 
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to enable him to correctly interpret and enjoy the literature of 
the ancient classics and better to appreciate the English lan- 
guage. When the classes are sufficiently advanced, the Greek 
testament is read on Mondays throughout the remainder of the 
course. 


THE NATURAL SCIENCES 


Occupy considerable prominence in our courses of study. 
Geology, Zoology, Chemistry, Physics, Mineralogy and Botany 
are so taught that they are looked upon by the students not as 
mere facts and theories, but as related to dependent truths that 
constitute parts of the marvelous and harmonious whole. Ex- 
periments are performed before the class, and specimens from 
the field and cabinet exhibited, with a view of combining the 
practical and theoretical. Students will be expected to become 
familiar with nature itself, and make original investigations and 
collections in the various branches of science. 


CuEmistRY.—Three terms. Text books: Shepard’s Inorganie, 
Appleton’s Qualitative-and Quantitative Analysis, Remsen’s 
Organic Chemistry. The non metals, Symbols. Atomic Weight, 
Specific Gravity, Occurrence, Preparation, Properties and Tests, 
Laws of Combination, Formulae, Valence, Chemical Equations, 
Reactions; Compounds; Gasks, their production and properties 
and laws; SALTS, production, properties, uses, and acquaintance 
with many; METALS, occurrence, preparation, properties, separa- 
tion and tests, commercial importance. Winter and spring terms 
qualitative and quantitative analysis with organic chemistry two 
days in the week. The students in chemistry now have the ex- 
clusive use of a reasonably well equipped laboratory. 


Puysics.—Three terms. The work in Physics is carried on 
by experiment as far as practicable. No study tends to awaken 
more interest in science study, to broaden the world for the 
student, to increase his usefulness and multiply his enjoyment 
of Nature’s rich gifts than that of Natural Philosophy. 

Borany.—Two terms. Seeds, parts, kinds, growth of plants 
from roots, stem, leaf, flower, fruits. Special attention is given 
to Histology, Physiology and Structure of the Classes of 
plants, Principles of Classification and familiarity with as many

orders as possible. Students havethe use of good dissecting 
microscopes, also of compound microsco)es ia plant analysis, 
and the study of gross and minute anatomy. 


Herbarium of fifty species required. Frequent drawings and 
descriptions of important parts required. An excellent reference 
library is at the student’s disposal, containing such books as_ 
Sach’s Lectures on Physiological Botany, Strasburgher and Hill- 
house’s Practical Botany, Clark’s Plant Analysis and others. 


Zootocy.—T wo terms. In connection with the study of the 
text, dissection of types, Earthworm, Clam, Grasshopper, 
Crawfish, Snake, Pigeon, Rabbit, Starfish, Fish, Frog and such 
others as come to hand. Descriptions and drawings in connec- 
tion with the dissections. Minute forms examined with the 
microscope. Much attention is given to the study of develop- 
ment, to the methods and principles of classification by compari- 
son of animals, noting resemblance and difference in plan of 
structure. Some attention’ given to the collection, mounting 
and preservation of specimens. Careful study of the typical 
forms in the museum for the purpose of learning structure and 
relationships, determination of species by aid of Packard’s 
Guide to the Study of Insects, Elliott Coues’ Key to North Amer- — 
ican Birds, and other reference books. 


AstRonoMy.—One term. History of Astronomy, General 
View of the Heavens; Usefulness of Astronomy; the Solar Sys- 
tem, the Sidereal System; Properties of Light; Astronomical In- 
struments and Uranography. The workin Astronomy is illus- 
trated with a large number of charts, maps and diagrams. 


GEOLOGY AND MinerALocy.—Two terms. Dynamical, Struc- 
tural and Historical Geology; Mineralogy, Lithology; Strati- 
graphic and Economic Geology; Paleontology. The college is 
so Jocated as to have easy access to the Keokuk and Barlington 
Limestone, which has been called ‘‘The Home of the Paleon- 
tologist.” Within one hundred and fifty miles we may reach strata 
from the Lower Silurian to the Quaternary. Thus the best op- 
portunity for field work is afforded. The Museum now contains 
many classified specimens in Mineralogy and fossil remains. 
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ANATOMY AND PuystoLocy:—Two terms. Careful study of 
the skeleton, Muscles, Organs of Respiration, Digestion, Circu- 
lation, Nerves. <A general view of the Functions of :the Body. 
Dissection of dog. Circulation shown in Frog and Turtle. 
Other special functions illustrated in animals best suited for the 
purpose. 


Skeleton, Manikin and Charts illustrate important parts of the 
study. : 

Histology, preparation of slides illustrating different kinds of 
Tissue, Normal and Pathological conditions. 

Lectures illustrated by Stereopticon and Calcium light. Ef- 
fects of Alcohol and Narcotics on the system, Laws of Hygiene. 

The work of the professor in Anatomy and Physiology will 
be supplemented by lectures given by Dr. C. F. Bradway. 

The members of the classes in Chemistry, Botany and Zo- 
ology will each pay $2.50 per term for material and use of appa- 
ratus, and each will be required to pay for all breakage and 
damage done. 


MUSEUM. 


The nucleus of a museum has been formed, and the specimens 
have been carefully classified and labeled, with the view of 
making the collections as valuable as possible for illustration. 

Donations are invited, especially the following: 


Prehistorical remains, samples of rock, fossils, ores, vertebrate 
skulls, mounted birds, insects, truncheons of native trees and 
pressed plants to illustrate the flora of the state. 


APPARATUS. 


A first-class stereopticon is used for exhibiting, with the 
Drummond light, photographic transparencies to represent 


various objects in Astronomy, Philosophy, Human Anatomy, | 


Insect Life and Natural Scenery. 

There is also included a valuable surveyor’s compass with 
attachable telescope, the gift of the class of ’81, for field work 
in surveying. | 

Students’ desks are placed in the Chemical laboratory, and at 
these the students, under the direction of the teacher. perform 
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Chemical and Philosophical experiments, and engage in the 
Analysis of Minerals and Chemical substances. 

Generous Alumni and friends have donated some hundreds of 
dollars for Chemical, Physical and Optical Apparatus which has 
been purchased of late for the use of the College. 


ENGLISH LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 


This department includes Language, Grammar, Composition 
and Rhetoric, Literature and Criticism. It aims to familiarize 
the student with the history of the language, its past states, its 
changes and growth, and the philosophy underlying its develop- 


ment; to acquaint him with its present form and structure, and 


enable him to use it readily in the clear and accurate expression 
of thought; to set before him, and inspire him to study the 
noblest models, and to give him a comprehensive view of the 


province and power of literature. In the latter part of the 


course, the study is chiefly Literature and Criticism—Rhetori- 
cal, Philosophic, Austhetic and Ethical. 


MATHEMATICS. 


The branches of mathematics laid down in the respective 
courses have in view a proper and harmonious development of 
the reasoning powers. For extent and thoroughness, our courses 
compare favorably with those of similar institutions. 


HISTORY. 


This department includes Hisrory—Ancient, Medizval and 
Modern. 

It embraces not only political History, but also the art, litera- 
ture and religion of the different ages and nations. 

While due attention is given to the facts of History, import- 
ance is attached to the consideration of its philosophy. 

In connection with the text books, extensive collateral work 
is required. ‘The study is pursued topically, with written re- 
views, using for reference encyclopedias and historical works of 
different authors. It is designed thatthe student may obtain, 
in the time given to this branch, a broad foundation of historic 
knowledge upon which in the future he may continue to build. 


i ae 
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GERMAN. 


In this department of our work, the theoretical aud practical 
methods are combined. Various practical exercises in conver- 
sation and writing, and the study of classical, scientific and 
artistic literature, increase the interest taken by the student and 
enhance the value of the instruction imparted. 


RELIGIOUS CHARACTER OF HEDDING. 


Hedding College is under the control of the “Cenrrat Innt- 
NOIS CONFERENCE” of the Methodist Episcopal Church, but is 
attended by students of all Christian denominations, as there are 
no sectarian tests or conditions required. The moral and religi- 
ous culture of the student is recognized by the authorities of the 
College as a matter of vital importance. While sectarianism is 
excluded, the Faculty earnestly strive to inculcate the principles 
not only of apure morality, but also of evangelical Christianity. 
On all proper occasions personal efforts are made to lead the 
students into a noble life and a mature Christian character. 


THE EPWORTH LEAGUE. 


The [fedding College Chapter of the Epworth League was 
the first chapter organized in a college. The League, as a re- 
ligious organization, with its several departments of work, is 
eminently satisfactory in character and results. ‘he whole re- 
ligious element of the College is united in this one organization, 

approved by the Faculty and Trustees. A daily prayer meeting 
is conducted at 11:40 a. m., and such other meetings as may 
seem best for the promotion of the religious interests of the 
students, withont interfering with their school work. By action 
of the Board a commodious room with a seating capacity of one 
hundred has been placed under control of the League for re- 
ligious uses. Attendance upon these religious meetings is 
wholly voluntary, but their bearing upon the religious character 
of the College is very important and their influence upon the 
lives of the students is very beneficial. Parents who desire to 
have their sons and daughters surrounded by wholesome re- 
ligious influences can find no better place than Hedding College. 
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LITERARY SOCIETIES. 


The Oliniana and Lincolnian Societies occupy halls beautifully 
finished and furnished at their own expense, with valuable 
libraries, piano fortes, etc. Gentlemen and ladies meet together 
in these societies upon an equality, as in the recitation room. — 
This arrangement has been found to be productive of a high 
standard of literary merit in the society exercises, and also to 
add to the quiet and order of the society meetings. 


GYMNASIUM AND RECREATIONS. 


Our new property contains a room 40x60 with 20 foot ceiling, 
which we expect to have fitted up in good shape for a gymna- 
sium by the opening of the fall term, September 3d. The 
exercises in the gymuasium will be under the direction of com- 
petent instructors in that line of work. Prof. Waters being the 
teacher for gentlemen and Prof. Lash for ladies. Outdoor rec- 
reations, such as ball, tennis, bicycle riding, etc., are encouraged 
and recommended, but under such instructions and regulations 
as shall protect sporting students from injury to their school 
work. Match games with other colleges, or any other outside 
parties are prohibited because of their demoralizing influence 
and injury to school work and discipline. ; 


LIBRARIES. 


1. Cotitece Lipary.—This Library contains a large number’ 
of public documents, both State and National, together with 
cyclopedias and a variety of well selected volumes for general 
reading. We need, however, great additional outlay to make 
this library all that it ought to be. We invite the attention of 
friends to this want of the college. A well equipped reading 
room is maintained in connection with the library. 

9. Society Liprartes.— Each of the two Literary Societies 
has a good library, to which its members have free access.

Music, Fine Arts, Bookkeeping, Shorthand and Typewriting 
are extra. Students who take only one or two studies, because 
of work taken in special departments will be required to pay 
only one-third of the regular tuition for each regular study taken. 

Tora Expense.—The total annual expense need not exceed 
$160. By self boarding, a large additional reduction can be 
made. 


A GENEROUS OFFER. 


All graduates of high schools having the highest average 
standing in their classes during a course of not less than three 
years will be given tuition for two years at half rates, provided 
they enter college the first or second year after graduation. A 
certificate from fhe Principal or Secretary of the School Board 
will be required to entitle any person to the benefit of the above 
proposition. The same offer is extended to graduates of normal 
schools, provided the course pursued shall cover three years, and 
the school shall be approved by the Faculty as possessing suf- 
ficient merit to warrant recognition. 


PAYMENT OF FEES, ETC. 


The fee for Diplomas is in all cases five dollars, to be paid two 
weeks before commencement. 

When a student enters the college he must settle tuition and 
incidental expenses to the close of the current term. 
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For students entering after four weeks have passed, a deduc- 
tion of one-fourth will be made; after one-half of the term has 
expired, a deduction of one-third will be made. 


Students compelled to leave school on account of personal 
sickness or serious sickness in the family, will receive a rebate 
for the unexpired portion of the term. 


A reduction of one-half in tuition is made for the dependent 
sons and daughters of ministers in the regular work, and also 
for licientiates for the Christian ministry, and young ladies pre- 
paring for missionary work. 


BOARD AND ROOM RENT. 


Board can be obtained in private families, with furnished 
rooms, at prices varying from $3.00 to $3.50 per week. 

On the first floor of each college building, a neat and com- 
modious dining hall has been completed, furnishing sufficient 
room to seat over one hundred at the tables. Board in these 
halls will be furnished at $2.00 per week. Furnished rooms can 
be obtained in the vicinity at from 50 to 75 cents per week for 
each person. 

By renting rooms and boarding themselves, students can live 
comfortably at half the above rates. Many of our best students 
board themselves, and no student suffers socially because he 
does his own cooking. Boarding places of the students must be 
approved and be subject to inspection by the President and 
Faculty. Students are not allowed to change boarding places 
without previous consent of President or Preceptress, except at 
the beginning of a new term. Parents can easily estimate from 
the above items the necessary expenses of the pupils. Experi- 
ence has abundantly shown that it is unwise for parents or 
guardians to place in the hands of minor students means much 
beyond their necessary outlay. Spare money for luxuries is 
only a damage to the student and an injury to the government 
of the school. We ADVISE PARENTS TO REQUIRE OF THEIR CHIL- 
DREN A MONTHLY ITEMIZED REPORT OF EXPENSES. 


The Ladies’ hall furnishes accommodations for nearly fifty 
young ladies, where they will be under the oversight of a care- 
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ful and prudent lady member of the Faculty who rooms in the 
building. We recommend parents to place their girls in this 
building. All proper privileges will be granted them, and they 
can be better protected than elsewhere. 


Gentlemen clubs will be in charge of a member elected by the 
club and approved by the president. Lady clubs will be in 
charge of a member elected by the club and approved by the 
preceptress. 


On December 12, 1894, the ex-Board unanimously adopted the 
following order: 


5. “Under the rule as lait down in the catalogue, boarding places for students are subject 
to the approval of boththe President of the College and the Faculty, and either the Presi- 
dent or the Faculty may disapprove a boarding place for any reason deemed sufficient by 
the disapproving party. 

2. ‘*The Presideut is entitled to make such prudential regulations concerning order, de- 
portment and other matters essential to good discipline as he may deem necessary, and 
which do not conflict with any regulations found in the catalogue; and when these mat- 
ters involve the association of the sexes or deportment of the ladies, the Preceptress 
should be consulted and her views respected. 

3. “We endorse the prohibition of mixed boarding clubs and boarding houses, except 
when in charge of a member of the Faculty or some student nominated by the President 
and Preceptress and approved by the Faculty, said superintendent to report to the Presi- 
dent any irregularities that may occur.” 


PRELIMINARY.

Studies in the Normal Course which are in other courses will 
be taught in the regular college classes. 

We call special attention to our Normal Course, leading to 
the degree of Bachelor of Pedagogy. 

This course has been enlarged, and now requires five years for 
its completion. It is believed to be the best and most thorough 
Normal Course presented by any school in the state. From 
careful investigation and extensive inquiry we have become 
thoroughly convinced that no other profession is suffering like 
that of the teacher, for want of rHorovGaH preparation. We 
have therefore determined to elevate the standard in the line of 
didactics and furnish the best possible advantages to those de- 
siring to prepare themselves to stand in the front rank of teach- 
ers. The students pursuing the LoNncER Normal Course will 
hereafter be recognized as College students, as the course of 
study required for their graduation has been elevated to a Ool- 
lege standard. Our Normal classes, so far as the studies are 
parallel, will recite with the members of other College classes 
and will receive first-class instruction, given by competent pro- 
fessors, who have attained sufficient reputation to secure an elec- 
tion to College professorships. These classes will not be taught — 
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by inexperienced tutors, but by regular professors in charge of 
departments in the College. The same grade of instruction can- 
not be secured in a private Normal school conducted as a busi- 
ness enterprise for money-making. Any such claim is not only 
baseless, but exposes the ignorance or insincerity of those who 
make it, as common intelligence must lead anyone to see that 
privaie enterprise cannot erect buildings and pay satisfactory 
salaries to teachers of the same grade as those required tor Col- 
lege work, when these Colleges are erected by the benevolence 
of friends and endowed, or salaries of professors paid in part 
from the same source. To state the case is to show the absurd- 
ity of the claim. Students are drilled in the most approved 
methods of teaching, and on the completion of the course are 
graduated with the Degree of Bachelor of Pedagogy. Graduates 
in this department will be assisted in obtaining positions to 
teach. We are developing plans for making the Normal De- 
partment more prominent in the work of the College. Knowing 
how much better it is for prospective teachers to get their nor- 
mal training in association with real College work and life, we 
propose to give all the advantages of the best Normal school, 
with the almost invaluable additional advantages which come 
from intimate association with College life and superior work 
of competent College professors. 

In addition to better instruction, the CHRISTIAN COLLEGE 

Normat Department affords the invaluable advantage of asso- 
ciation in College life with its literary societies, its religious as- 
sociations, its higher moral tone and its more perfect general 
culture.

It is the aim of the Commercial Department to give a thor-_ 
ough and practical knowledge of Business. We have arranged 
anew course of study, full and complete, and equal to that of 
our best Business colleges. All who can pursue the full course 
will find it to their advantage; yet those who desire may take 
any studies in this department, in connection with studies in 
other departments of the college. Bookkeeping, by both single 
and double entry, is taught in its various forms, as applied to 
farming, wholesale and retail merchandising, commission, man- 
ufacturing, settling of estate, and banking. Business forms and 
correspondence are taught with care. 

Commercial Law, as applied to every day business, will be 
carefully taught. Much time and attention will be given to 
Penmanship.

Studies in all branches required in this course, outside of 
Elocution, will be pursued in the regular College classes. 
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The course in Elocution will consist of three years. All 
pupils completing the second year’s work will receive a certifi- 
cate, and those completing the three year’s work will receive the 
degree of Bachelor of Oratory. A thesis of not less than 1,000 
words upon some phase of the study of Elocution will be re- 
quired in the work of the last year. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


PuysicaL CutrurE.—Free gymnastics, for development, 
health and vigor. It will be the aim to correct individual faults 
in all pupils, and to teach, in their place, correct positions and 
bearing. 

Breathing, which will include natural and correct breathing, 
with control and economy of breath. 

The proper use of the body as a means and aid to the best 
work in vocal expression. 

In addition to the training of the physical nature through free 
gymnastics, exercises for fine bearing, easy manner, and general 
deportment, classes will be organized in Indian Club Swinging 
and heavier gymnastic work. 

Vocat Cutrurr.—Articulation. The aim in this work will 
be to combine correctness with distinctness in all vocal work, 
special attention being given to pronunciation. Also exercises 
for flexibility, with drill upon difficult combinations. 

The correction of all wrong uses of the vocal organs and to 
show how harsh quality, improper forms and inflections may be 
overcome and how a pure quality and pipes form may be ac- 
quired. 

Vocal drill upon quality, pitch, force, time, slides and natural 
forms of expression, that the voice may be trained to respond 
freely to all sentiments. We work for purity, flexibility and 
_ power of the voice. 

Special attention is given to voice placing and resonance. 

Expression.—The first step in all true expression is natural- 
ness. We work from within out. Each pupil has an individ- 
uality, and through natural and correct forms he is led to give 
out, to express his own feelings and sentiments. 
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The emotional nature is cnltivated so that the pupil is enabled 
to experience emotion and give us the language of his own soul. 

No skill in art can take the place of intelligence and soul 
power in expression. 

The first year, ‘Practical Elocution,’’? by Shoemaker, is used; 
and in the advanced work, ‘The Orator’s Manual,” by Raymond, 
combined with oral work from other prominent authors. 


GEsTURE.—The work in gesture will not be confined to any 
one system, but everything of practical value in this line will be 
taught. Afterthe principles are understood, the emotions must 
direct the movements of the body. Through practice upon 
emotional attitudes the face also becomes very expressive. 

SHAKESPEARE.—In addition to extended study from our best 
poets and writers, the work in the second and third year, in- 
cludes the study and vocal interpretation of the plays of Shakes- — 
peare. | 

Brste Reapine.—Special attention will be given to the classi- 
fication of the old and new testamenis for the purpose of cor- 
rect expression in scriptural reading. 

Recirats.—Pupils are requested to appear before the class in 
recitations, and throughout the year public recitals are given in 
which all pupils participate. 

Detsarte.—The exercises and philosophy of the Delsarte sys- 
tem of expression will be taught, inciuding esthetic gymnastics 
and exercises for development, flexibility and grace of the entire 
physical nature, producing a ‘‘sound body, through which a 
sound mind expresses itself.” 

The study of expression consists of emotional attitudes, pan- 
tomime and posing. One great object is to free the pupil from 
all self-consciousness, giving perfect ease and freedom in all 
movements and expression. 

Man has a three-fold nature; all agree that the mental, moral 
and physical natures should be harmoniously developed. The 
soul expresses itself through the body, and our object is to free 
the body that the soul may speak without any hindrances in the 
outer manifestation. 
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We would say with Montaigne:—“Our work is not to train a 
soul by itself alone, nora body by itself alone, but to train a 
man; and in man, soul and body can never be divided.”

The Course of Study embraces instruction in Pianoforte, 
Voice Culture, Solo and Chorus Singing; Sight Reading, Violin 
and Orchestral Instruments, Guitar, Mandolin, Banjo, Harmony, 
Theory, Counterpoint, Canon, Fugue, Composition, Biography, 
Musical History (and Piano Tuning). 


FOR PRIVATE PUPILS. 


There are two general departments, the private and profes- 
sional. The private department is for the especial. benefit of 
pupils who enter upon the study of music for an accomplish- 
ment only, without any expectation to make use of it in a pro- 
fessional way. Such students, while the thorough and careful 
system of instruction in general use in the Conservatory will be 
adhered to, will be exempted from the duties of attending the 
lectures or study of theory, nor will they be required to pass 
examinations.

COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 


PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


Seleetions are made from the list of studies according to the 
needs of pupils. 

The Conservatory has adopted those methods which experi- 
ence justifies as being at once effective and artistic in their re- 
sults. It is the policy to secure systematic training and _ thor- 
ough culture on the best Italian method. 
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Tone production breathing exercise; exercises for the mixture 
and equalization of the Registers, etc.; Arpeggios, Solfeggios, 
and other studies of Concone, Marchesi, etc. 

English ballads, songs of Mendelssohn and others; sacred 
music. 


ACADEMIC DEPARTMENT. 


Study of Major and Minor Scales, Arpeggios, Turns, and 
Trills in more rapid movement. Difficult studies of Sieber, 
Marchesi and Garcia. English, German, French, and Italian 
songs. Selections of moderate difficulty from classic writers; 
more difficult selections of church music. 


COLLEGIATE DEPARTMENT. 


Study of Major and Minor Scales, Chromatic Scales, Turns, 
Trills, etc., with increased rapidity of execution; selections by 
Thomas, Gounod, Donizetti, Ballini, Verdi, Rossini, Meyerbeer, 
C. M.N. Weber, Mozart, Beethoven, etc.; more difficult songs 
from the classic writers, viz. Greig, Jensen, Lassen, Franz, 
Brahms, Rubinstein, Schumann, Mendelssohn, Schubert and 
Beethoven. Special attention is paid in this grade to the study 
of the oratorios, Haydn’s “ Creation,” Gounod’s “ Redemption,” 
Mendelssohn’s “Elijah,” Bach’s ‘ Passion Music,” Handel’s

THE CONSERVATORY CHORUS. 


In all Eur opean schools of music astrict attendance at rehear- 
sals in chorus singing is demanded. This Conservatory ac- 
knowledges the wisdom of this course, and has established the 
same rule, as it is the object of the institution to make schooled 
musicians of its pupils and not mere musical pretenders, whose 
knowledge of music is confined to a few compositions which 
they have learned in parrot-like fashion, leaving themselves 
otherwise in total ignorance of the art. 


VIOLIN COURSE. 


PROF. LINDOFT, Instructor in Course. 


The following is the course of study for the Violin: 

Ist YEAR—Carl Henning and Fr. Herrman Violin Meth- 
ods. Short Studies, Solos and Duets by Herrman, Dancla, 
Alard, Danbe, Hauser, De Beriot, Ernst, etc. 

29nD YEAR—Ferd. David’s Violin Method, Bk II. Studies 
Schradieck, Kayser, Kreutzer, Fiorello, Concertos and Concert 
Pieces by Viotti, Rode, De Beriot, Kreutzer, etc. 

3RD YEAR—Kd Singer Violin Method, Bks III and IV, Etudes 
Concertos, Sonates and Concert Pieces by Bach, Beethoven, De 
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Beriot, David, Ernst, Joachim, Leonard, Papini, Sarasate, 
Vieuxtemps, Wilhelmj,'and others. 

Quintettes, Quartettes, and Trios will be formed in this de- 
partment. Students sufficiently advanced will have the advant- 
age of playing with the Orchestra and Band. 


HISTORY OF MUSIC. 


This work will be carried on in class by recitations from text- 
books, lectures and original investigations by the pupils on 
assigned themes. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


1. The Tuition of the College is payable strictly in advance. 

2. All sheet music, studies, etc., must be paid for when taken 
or at the succeeding lesson. 

3. Students are expected at the studio promptly at the lesson 
hour, and will be dismissed promptly on time. | 

4. The Conservatory is closed on National holidays, lessons 
falling on these days are not made up. 

5. No deduction made for temporary absence, or for lessons 
discontinued. Only in cases of protracted illness will pupils re- 
ceive credit for lessons missed, provided due notice be given. 

6. Upon leaving the conservatory each pupil is entitled to a 
testimonial specifying the time passed at the institute and stand- 
ing in studies. 

7. Pupils who have passed successfully the Academic course 
will receive Teachers’ Certificates. 

8. The diplomas and degree of Bachelor of Music of the 
Conservatory can only be conferred on those pupils who have 
completed the regular course of studies, and passed a successful 
examination in them.
